The village board, meeting' in a 
special session Wednesday night of' 
last week approved a plan of .con- 
tracting to sell water to Knollwood 
Subdivision residents on the Wiscon- ' 
sin side of the state line. 

'A dissenting vole was cast by : 
Trustee Art Hawkins who says he 
does not favor selling water outside . 
the state, fearing that the demand! 
around Cross lako will Increase. 

Under .the present plan, the' Wis- • 
consin residents will form a corpor- 
ation and buy the water which will 
be metered to. them four feet within 
the village limits at the state line. 
The corporation In turn will sell the," 
water to the customers, collect for \ 
it, and nay for the water as me- ' 
tered, ■ 

The village would have no' control 
over the water after it leaves the 
meter. 

•The village has yet to agree on 
exact terms of the contract. 
..Mayor James McMillcn says that 
the number of water users. on the 
Wisconsin side of the subdivision 
probably will never be more than 30 
at the most and the amount of water 
purchased will hot be great. 

In view of the 'large quantity of 
water now ,; available, there Is ho" 
danger of shortage even though the 
village, expands westward; 

.The village will have to install a 
bigger main as a, loop to the north 
side of town; but: additional water 
users will help pay for it. (1 ' 

There was a rumor afloa^ yester- 
day that there would be. a. protest 
over the action, of (the board at;the- 
next regular meeting;' but it may 
merely be a requcst'that the village 
demand a good price for the water 
it sells across the state line.

Fred Enterprise at Work 

What docs private enterprise in business mean? 

It means Industries taxed to the limit from which 
all the people benefit 

When government goes into business it exempts its 
operations from taxation, uses tax funds tq finance its 
projects, and serves privileged groups of customers, 
free from the restrictions of state regulation, taxes 
,and rules applying to all other business. 

Toxpaying time is here again and some figures 
released by the Milwaukee Road give an idea of what 
the railroad industry is doing toward' supporting every 
state in the Union. 

The 24 Montana counties in which the road oper- 
ates will receive $1,270,177.48, double its tax bill of 10 
'years ago. Mineral county with a 1950 census popula- 
tion of 2081, gets the largest payment, $123,565.04. 
The competing Northern Pacific Railway pays $96,000 
in taxes to that county. The. two tax payments figure 
more than $500 lor each average-sixe .family in Min- 
eral county. 

The benefits of the American free enterprise- sys- 
tem — free men working for themselves — as contrasted 
with liberty-destroying government monopolies, are 
cause for every individual in the United States to be 
thankful.

- Pushing Ahead 

Early in December, a power company asked 
permission from the Federal Power Commission to 
build a new $87,000,000 hydroelectric plant in Mon- 
tana. 

What gives this national significance is that it is 
another illustration of the fact that tax- paying,' pub- 
licly-regulated private enterprise is capable of con- 
structing any needed power installation, no matter 
how big and expensive. 

All over the country, the utilities are pushing 
ahead with major construction and betterment pro- 
grams — or are awaiting official permission, as in 
the case of huge projected developments on the 
Snake River in Idaho and the Niagara in New York. 

We don't need tax-devouring, freedom-killing 
socialized electricity, or any other brand of socialism.

Oil in the Atomic Age 

The president of an oil company recently dealt 
with the probable impact of atomic power on the 
petroleum industry. At the end he summed up his 
findings in these words: "Barring a world cataclysm, 
world population in the next century is almost cer- 
tain to increase by threefold and its power require- 
ments at least tenfold. With this outlook, I, for 
one, welcome atomic 1 energy with open arms. For 
in the long pull it will be, not a competitor, but a 



burden-sharer; and its ultimate availability .should 
stilt the recurrent cry that" we are running out of 
oil and that the Government should therefore take 
us over. Atomic energy tqday needs both industrial 
and governmental help. The oil Industry. has proven 
rather conclusively that it can do 'a highly efficient - 
jo^as a private enterprise. The availability of' atomic 
energy should help us keep it that way, and Is there- 
fore doubly welcome." ■ 

Two conclusions can be gained from,. this. One 
is ttiat wo will need to moke full use of every 
resource, otbmlc or conventional. The other Is that 
oil will continue to make outstanding contributions 
to our lives and welfare. .

OARY, Ind.— Selling life insur- 
ance has always been a competi- 
tive business. Agents selling after 
the Civil War found It took enter- 
prise and- plenty of drlva to suc- 
ceed, 

Lewis Edson Waterman In New 
York had the necessary qualifica- 
tions. On making a sale he took no 
chances ot letting anything go 
amiss at a critical moment. He 
carried 9 vial of Ink and a steel 
pen for *b citing signatures. 

One day. Waterman, meeting an 
extra-special prospect, prepared 
•himself with a new-type fountain 
pen. The prospect was Impressed, 
but as ho took the pen and pre- 
pared to sign, Ink streamed out 
of the point causing, a disastrous 
blot. Waterman got the policy back 
unsigned, never had a chance to 
get that signature again. 

This incident changed Water- 
man's life and led to a patent for 
a leak-proof fountain pen. He' took 
the pen apart to see what had 
caused the mishap. He studied 
various pen patents. The solution, 
he decided, lay in finding a. way 
to regulate and control the flow of 
Ink. He worked on on automatic 
valve action that would admit air 
and relieve the vacuum In the bar- 
rel 05 the Ink continued to flow, 
After many experiments, he 
achieved success by creating 
grooves to admit the air without 
letting the Ink leak. He was grant- 
ed a. patent on the improvement 
on February 12, 1834. 

It took time and money to get 
the pens Into production and on 
the market. Waterman's first pens 
were ,sold with his personally 
signed guarantee. Today, three 
modern factories, employing hun- 
dreds of workers, are required to 
supply the demand for his pens. 



Cancer in Young 
Spreads Faster 

CHICAGO— Children do not have 
cancer as often as adults, but 
early diagnosis Is even more Im- 
portant for them than for their 
elders. 

This Is true because the disease 
spreads and progresses more rap- 
idly in children, and the symp- 
toms are often confused, resembl- 
ing many common childhood ill- 
nesses. Because of this, the dis- 
ease may be unrecognized until 
it is too late. 

Cancer, when It docs occur in 
children, follows definite patterns. 
From birth to five years th« pre- 
dominating types are cancer of 
the kidney, eye and central nerv- 
ous system, and leukemia; from 
five to 10 years, leukemia and cen- 
tral nervous system tumors and 
fewer eye cancers, and from ID to 
15 years, bone tumors. From 15 to 
20 years, adult types become more 
common. 

A mother may notice the signs 
of kidney cancer, or Wilm's tu- 
mor, when 'changing a diaper. 
The major symptom Is abnormal 
fullness in the back an the side 
of the involved kidney. There -Is 
no pain or other symptoms- 



Air Force Men Set 
Highest 'Chute Mark 

WASHINGTON — What Is the 
highest- altitude parachute Jump 
on record? 

It's 45,200 feet says the Air 
Force, which has announced that 
two of its officers set the record 
while testing new equipment. 

The record-breaking Jumps were 
made In the Gulf of Mexico area 
last summer from a B-47 Jet 
bomber by Capt, Edward G, Sper- 
ry, Tacoma, Wash., and First Lt 
Henry F. Neilsen, Staten Island, 
N. Y. 

The previous record was 42,000 
feet. 

The temperature was 37 below 
zero centigrade (34,6 degrees 
Fahrenheit) when Sperry and 
Neilsen made their Jumps at 
points more than eight miles up.

Sumerian Schoolboy 
World's First 
Apple Polisher 

WASHINGTON— The first "apple 
polisher" in recorded history was a 
Sumerian schoolboy who, some 
2,000 years before the Christian eta 
began, buttered up his teacher with 
a home -cooked meal. 

Dr. Samuel Noah Kramer, cu- 
rator ot the clay writing table col- 
lection In the University of Penn- 
sylvania Museum, unearthed the 
story as he pored over cuneiform 
symbols graven on tablets dug up 
In Iraq. 

Before him, he realized, lay a 
schoolchild's diary. In it the lad be- 
wailed a day chiefly marked by the 
number of canings his teacher had 
given him. The discouraged lad 
asked h*is father to invite the head- 
master home for a meal. The par- 
ent not only did so, but gave the 
teacher a new garment and a ring 
for good measure. 

The plan worked perfectly. After 
dinner, the master told the anxious 
student, who probably still smart* 
ed from the canings: "You have 
carried out well the school's ac- 
tivities, you have become a man 
of learning." 

The first apple polisher belonged 
to a people who may have been 
the first to make enduring writ- 
ten records. Oddly, the very first 
existence ot the little kingdom of 
Sumer between the Tigris and Eu- 
phrates Rivers In Mesopotamia was 
not even suspected by modern 
scholars until less than a century 
ago. 

Through Greek and Hebrew writ- 
ings, archeologlsts knew of As- 
syria and Babylon and had located 
them geographically. It was during 
their digging for relics of these 
later civilizations that they first 
came upon clay tablets which, 
when deciphered, proved to be 
written in the Sumerian tongue.

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Carp Has Intercom 
For Special Speeds 

LOS ANGELES — When under- 
water dangers threaten, the carp 
has a special "Intercom" pathway 
in his spinal cord which appar- 
ently enables him to make a quick 
getaway. 

University ot California zoolog- 
ists say the nerve fibers in this 
pathway run from the brain to the 
muscles in the carp's tall. Elec- 
trical stimulation in the spinal cord 
produces a rapid tail flipping not 
associated with normal locomotion. 

During a special study of the 
carp and the more primitive, eel- 
like lamprey, it was found that 

comparable nerve fibres in the 
carp conduct about ten times fast- 
er than in the lamprey. This is 
due to arrangement of insulation 
around the carp fibers which 
causes inpulses to move rapidly in 
the spinal cord In a scries of jumps. 
Mn the lamprey impulses move con- 
tinuously up the naked fibers and 
hence more slowly. 

This points up one trend in evo- 
lution of the central nervous sys- 
tem from primitive fish to man— 
increasing the speed of nerve con- 
duction and thus making locomo- 
tion more rapid and efficient, ac- 
cording to zoologists.
